the general level, just as a land sur- 
veyor notes the high or low spots. The 
social surveyors of Edmonton have the 
most up-to-date and scientific instru- 
ments to do it with—experlence gained 
in all walks of life and in many parts 
of the continent. 

Secured His Services. 

Probably to A. J. W. Myers, Ph.D., 
and the Presbyterian churches of Ed- 
monton jointly belong the credit of 
initiating the idea of a social survey 
for Edmonton, 

Dr. Myers came to this ctiy to lec- 
j ure to the Presbyterian and affiliated 
colleegs on religious education. He 
came as a relic us education expert 
and was in the service of the Presby- 
terian church survey commission. Be- 
sides lecturing to the colleges he was} 
to make a religious education, survey 
within the realms of the Methodist and 
Presbyterian churches, When the Ed- 
monton Welfare League heard of this 
its energetic members took the oppor- 
tunity of securing the services of Dr. 
Myers to make a general social survey 
of the city—a survey much wider tn 
its scope than one merely of religious 
education—and it is under his direc- 
tion the work is now gd0mg on. 

The work of the Edmonton social 
survey will be divided into five 
branches, with a committee of promin- 
ent social and business people direct- 
ing each, as catalogued herewith. The 
entire social life of Edmonton, in all its 
five subjects which will be delved into, 
and by which it is hoped to cover the 
uspects are education, religion, rell- 
gious education, crime and recreation.

STRANGE STATESMANSHIP 
OF SIR RICHARD McBRIDE 

With something between twelve and twenty million 
dollars outstanding and over-due in payments owed the gov- 
ernment for lands sold to speculators, Dick McBride's British 
Columbia government is about to raise a temporary loan 
against revenue to the amount of $7,500,000, for the purpose 
of putting itself in funds to carry on the regular business of 
the province, 

While this is being done, less than 50 per cent. of the 
population of the province of British Columbia is actually in 
the business of farming, and the cities of the Coast are import- 
ing agricultural proudets from New Zealand, Australia, 
Washington and Oregon. 

The sale of the province’s land to the speculators locks 
up the land against the settler. But when the speculator finds 
himself unable to sell the land at the advanced prices, the 
government permits him grace, meanwhile borrowing money 
to take the place of what the speculator owes and compelling 
the residents of the cities to buy imported farm products to 
take the place of what should be grown on land held out of use 
by the speculators. 

And yet the conservative press would have it that 
McBride is a statesman. Great joke! 


WHEN SCHOOL MARMS 
GO OUT ON STRIKE 

The teacher’s strike in Herefordshire is a new one on 
us among the pedagogues, but it is a wonder it hasn’t come 
sooner. Generally there has been no sign of a tendency 
imong teachers to work by union or combination, such as it 
has been found necessary and desirable among laborers, nor 
on the other hand have the teachers been able to give them: 
selves professional status by the ways that what are called 
the professions usually have. The doctors and lawyers, for 
exainple, fix the standard at which they enter for training as 
well as the standard of attainment enabling them to practice, 
they regulate the conduct of their own members and the 
price at which their services are available to the public. 
Feachers so far have belonged neither to an effective union 
hor to a practically closed profession. We may perhaps say 
they are in it for what they get out of it, but the initial impulse 
prompting to teachers’ work must be of a rather unselfish 
and philanthropic sort. The public so far have not responded | 
to this sacrifice by liberality of reward. It is to be hoped that

PLEA MADE FOR THE 
INDUSTRIES THE CITY 
ALREADY POSSESSES 


To the Editor of the Capital: 
I notice by recent reports in. the 
press that the Edmonton Industrial 


association, successor to the Edmon- 
ton Ad club, has approached the city 
council with a proposition to take over 
the department of the Industrial com- 
missioner, and have asked the city to 
expend fifty-one thousand dollars of 
the citizen's money this year to In- 
duce new industries to locate in the 
city, 

I trust before granting this that the 
council will consider, the matter very 
carefully as under present conditions 
the city must be careful of its ex- 
penditures, and the first thing to do 
{s to do our utmost for the industries 
that we have at present in order to 
encourage them to expand. 

I note also that when our worthy 
mayor made the fact plain to the coun- 
cil that a grant of $1200 to the curlers 
was not necessary, the council voted 
this amount over his head. i 

Again I notice that the public works 
committee of the city council at its 
meeting thls week will report to the 
council (if they are correctly reported 
In the press) that the utilities be ox- 
tended to the south side industries, 
the conditions of which are that they 
pay interest on the expenditure for a 
term of years and furnish bonds for 
same. The cost of Installation will bo 
refunded to the city by the frontage 
tax, This extension will cost twenty- 
three thousand dollars. They will also 
have to furnish bonds to the city for 
thirty thousand dollars that they will 
employ after six months 150 men, and 
pay one hundred dollars per month. 

Now let us apply this same prin- 
ciple to the Industrial association. If 
the city expends fifty-one thousand 
dollars, the city will have to receive 
from the president and members bonds 
to the amount of sixty-six thousand 
dollars and will have to employ after 
six months 332 men and will have to 
pay to the city two hundred = and 
twenty-three dollars per month, Will 
the Industrial association do this? Will 
the city council be consistent?

In common with the rest of Canada 
Toronto must bear responsibility for 
a system which causes thousands of 
destitute workers to troop to the cit- 
fes every winter in search of reraee | 
from cold and hunger. To dismiss the 
unemployed problem with the comfort- 
ing reflection that most of the desti- 
tute come from outside and therefore 
have no claim on us is merely to ad- 
minister an anaesthetic to the con- 
science, and it deceives nobody. The 
trouble took root when a conscience- 
less, cold-blooded doctrine, devoid of 
all morality, was applied to an indus- 
trial situation the development of 
which had not been perceived in time. 

Steam power and the resultant fac- 
tory system plaeed in the hands of a 
limited number power which few hu- 
man beings are fit to wield—that of 
determining whether or not a fellow 
creature shall be permitted to earn a 
living. The independent craftsman 
could no longer compete with organ- 
ized production from factories. A 
century of discovery and invention 
raised the standard of living for all 
classes, and within the life time of 
three generations human beings be- 
came dependent on necessities which 
had not been thought of in the 18th 
century. The law of supply and de- 
mand was the first theory proffered 
when the new status of industrialism 
was dimly perceived. And this law 
was applied to labor. 

It has been developed to such an ex- 
tent that an emplorer, be he manu- 
facturer or contractor, is justified by 
public opinion in collecting at a parti-

mum profit. When the task is com- 
pleted, the men are discharged. Public 
opinion does not hold the employer 
responsible for seeing that the wages 
paid are adequate to support the work- 
ers and their families. Public opinion 
does not hold employers responsible 
for their men after the pay envelope 
has been delivered. The worker must 
look after himself, although the em- 
ployer holds in his hand the worker's 
fate. This is the law of supply and 
and demand to practice. 

It is futile to argue that competition 
gives employers no option. The 
blame does not lie with individual em- 
ployers, but with a system. In a new 
country, and one that enjoys a rigor- 
ous climate, the resultant suffering 1s 
extremely acute, though fortunately 
it is not so wide-spread or of such 
long duration as in more densely popu- 
lated areas. But there ia bitter irony 
in the thought that it has taken the 
most democratic continent to develop 
a social and economic system that 
leaves even organized Jabor helpless 
during several months of the year, The 
development, of Canada is inevitable. 
The speed at which the country should 
be developed is treated as an economicf 
question, whereas it is, in reality, a 
moral issue and a human problem. The 
number of centuries taken in securing 
the maximum yield of produce from 
the Dominion is immaterial to the 
world at large. The rapid develop- 
ment, or partial development, of par- 
ticular districts is material to certain

Centenary of Tilden, the Man 
Who Was Almost President. 

So long us the United States lasts, 
Its people will treasure and honor the 
hames of those who have held the high 
office of president of the republic. No 
other man ever came so near to galn- 
ing that immortality, only to have it 
elude him, than Samuel Jones Tilden, 
the great statesman whose centenary 
will be celebrated today, If presidents 
of the United States were elected by 
direct vote, the name of Tilden would 
appear in the list of chief executives 
Instead of that of Rutherford L, Hayes, 
for Tilden's popular vote was 4,284,885 
as against 4,033,950 for Hayes, a 
plurality of 250,935 for the democratic 
candidate. Again in 1888 Cleveland 
received a greater popular vote than 
Ifarrison, although the latter was 
elected with a large majority in the 
electoral college. 

Samuel Jones Tilden was born 100 
years ago today, February 9, 1814, in 
New Lebanon, N.Y. In his youth he 
was weakly and often ill, and on this 
account was prevented from complet- 
Ing the course at Yale, He finished 
his studies at the University of New 
York, and studied law with Benjamin

library in New York, His will was 
successfully contested, and only a part 
of his fortune went to the Tilden 
foundation of the New York public 
library, 


TODAY IN DOMINION | 
HISTORY, 
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Sir George Arthur, the last Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of Upper Canada, rétired 
from office 78 years ago today, the act 
for the union of Upper and Lower Can- 
ada going into effect the following day. 
Sir George was 
wide Born in Plymouth, 
England, in 1784, he entered the army 
at the age of twenty and served val- 
ourously in Italy, Sicily and the West 
Indies. In 1814, just a century ago, he 
began his administrative career as 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Hon- 
duras. Nine years later he was given 
the post of governor of Van Diemon's 
Land, He received the appointment of 
Lieutenant-Governor of Upper Canada 
in 1837, the year of rebellion. The fol- 
lowing year Lord Durham arrived and, 
during his brief career as Governor- 
General, formulated the immortal re- 
port favoring the union of the provinces 
which was to deprive Sir George of his 
position. Upor leaving Canada he was 
apopinted governor of the presidency of 
sombay, from which office he retired 
in 1846. On his return to England he 
Was made privy councillor, and in 1853 
was gazetted colonel of the Fiftieth 
regiment. He died in 1854,

I don't have to box for a) 
living, I don’t like these short fights, | 
and I would rather quit altogether than | 
spend my time training and boxing | 
around like a side-show man,” And 
with them words Wolgast bade a sad | 
farewell to the profession in which he | 
had been a shining Nght. In a month 
or two, however, he was back with 
the gloves on, and last month in Mil- 
waukee he whipped Jack Redmond, | 
who has a reputation as a fairly good 
man, It's a bitter dose for a cham-

Wolgast might be champlon yet ex- 
cept for the attack of appendicitis he 
suffered in 1911.
